OPINION REVERSES 

ONE OF 9 YEARS AGO 


Roberts Dissents, Saying 
Change Makes Ruling 
Like ‘Rail Ticket Good 
for This Train Only.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court, reversing its 
position of nine years ago in the 
face of a bitter dissent from Jus- 
tice Roberts, ruled today that Ne- 
groes have the right.to vote in 
Texas Democratic party primaries. 

The 8&to-1 decision, delivered by 
Justice Reed, had far-reaching im- 
plications in Southern’ states 
whose Democratic party primaries 
are usually equivalent to election. 
The extent to which it would ap- 


ply apparently would be guided 
by these words of the court: 
“When primaries become a part 
of the machinery for choosing of- 
ficials, state and national, as they 
have here, the same tests to deter- 
mine the character of discrimina- 
tion or abridgement should be ap- 
plied to the primary as are ap- 
plied to the genera! election. 
Based on Fifteenth Amendment. 


“If the state requires a certain 
electoral procedure, prescribes a 
general election ballot made up of 
party nominees, so chosen, and 
limits the choice of the electorate 
in general elections for state of- 
fices, practically speaking, to those 
whose names appear on such a 
ballot, it indorses, adopts and en- 
forces the discrimination against 
Negroes, practiced by a party en- 
trusted by Texas law with the de- 
termination of the qualifications 
of participants in® the primary. 
This is state action within the 
meaning of the fifteenth amend- 
ment.” 

The fifteenth amendment states 
that “the right of citizens to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or by any 
state on account of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude.” 

The court, noting its change of 
view, declared that, “when con- 
vinced of former error, this court 
has never felt constrained to fol- 
low precedent.” ” 

Dissents on Overrulings. 


Justice Roberts said the court 
was overturning previous rulings 
so fast that a Supreme Court de- 
cision fell into the same class with 
a restricted railroad ticket “good 
for this day and train only.” 

He said that earlier in this term 
he had protested against “the 
present policy of the court freely 
to disregard and to overrule con- 
sidered decisions and the rules of 
law announced in them.” 

“This tendency,” he commented 
today, “it seems to me, indicates | 
an intolerance for what those who 
have composed this court in the 
past have conscientiously and de- 
liberately concluded, and involves 
an assumption that knowledge and 
wisdom reside in us which was 
denied to our predecessors.” 

Majority Opinio. 

The majority opinion said: 

“The United States is a constitu- 
tional democracy. Its organic law

DESTROYER CITED 
FOR ITS EXPLOITS 
AGAINST JAP NAVY 


Three Torpedo Hits on Bat- 
tleship Among Feats of 
U. S. $8. O’Bannon. 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP).— 
The destroyer O’Bannon, nick- 
named “Little Helena” because of 


its fighting resemblance to the 
crulser Helena, has been awarded 
a Presidential Unit Citation for 
“outstanding performance” against 
the Japanese. 

“The U. S. 8S. O'Bannon has 
taken tremendous toll of vital Jap- 
anese warships, surface vessels 
and aircraft,” said its citation. 

“Launching a close range attack 
on hostile combatant ships off 
Guadalcanal on the night of Nov. 
18, 1942, the O’Bannon scored 
three torpedo hits on a Japanese 
battleship, boldly engaged two 
other men o’war with gunfire and 
retired safely in spite of damage 
sustained, 

“During three days of incessant 
hostilities in July, 1943, she gal- 
lantly stood down Kula Gulf to 
bombard enemy shore positions in 
coverage of our assault groups, 
later taking a valiant part in the 
rescue of survivors from the tor- 
pedoed U. 8S. S. Strong while un- 
der fierce coastal battery fire and 
acrial bombing attack and adding 
her fire power toward the de- 
struction of a large. Japanese 
naval force. In company with two 
destroyers, the O’Bannon boldly 
intercepted and repulsed nine hos- 
tile warships off Vella Lavella on 
Oct. 7, 1943, destroying two enemy 
ships and damaging others, Al- 
though severely damaged, she 
stood by to take aboard and care 
for survivors of a friendly tor- 
pedoed destroyer and retired to 
base under her own power.” 

Its skipper, Comdr. Donald J. 
MacDonald, New York, the Navy 
says, “has been awarded more 
decorations during this war than 
any other officer in the naval 
service.” His latest is a Gold Star 
in lieu of a third Silver Star. He 
also holds a Navy Cross, and Le- 
gion of Merit, each with a Gold 
Star signifying a second award, the 
Presidential Unit Citation, and a 
Letter of Merit.

reorganization of its corporate big 
brother, Laclede Gas Light Co, 

Charges Unlawful Attempt. 

The Missouri Attorney General 
asserted in his application that 
Union Electric, by confining its 
application before the Power Com- 
mission to the acquisition. of 
about $140,000 of interstate trans- 
mission facilities between Granite 
City, Ill, and St. Louis, was un— 
lawfully attempting to limit the 
scope of that commission’s afi- 
thority with respect to mergers. 
He charged that this merger was 
in. violation of the Federal Power 
Act and adverse to the public in- 
terest. 

As to his charge that a rate in- 
crease would result, McKittrick 
told the. Post-Dispatch that he 
maintained this was certain to 
occur in the case of present Lac- 
lede Power customers and likely 
in the case of present Union Elec- 
tric customers after competition 
was eliminated. Rates of Laclede 
Power, which has about 40,000 cus- 
tomers and does 15 per cent of the 
electric business in the city of 
St. Louis, are somewhat lower 
than those of Union Electric, 

As a result of acquisition of La- 
clede Power, McKittrick alleged, 
Union Electric would seek to in- 
crease its valuation for rate-mak- 
ing purposes “by a sum far in 
excess of the legitimate cost and 
fair value of the useful facilities 
acquired, in violation of the Fed- 
eral Power Act, which increase, 
if permitted, will result in con- 
sumers paying rates not just and 
— as required by the 
act.” 


He quoted Union Electric’s ex- | 


hibit in the matter as showing it 
proposed to add $9,351,380 to its 
assets as actual legitimate cost 
of facilities to be obtained from 
Laclede Power, and he said the 
major portion of this sum would 
go into the Union Electric rate- 
making valuation. However, he

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Three Playful Polar Bear Cubs

Three playful polar bear cubs 
weighing less than 16 pounds each 
were placed on exhibition today in 


an enclosure adjoining the panda 
pit at the Zoo in Forest Park. 

The bears were captured on the 
shore of Hudson Bay in Northern 
Manitoba, Canada, by Indian trap- 
pers who found it necessary to 
kill two adult females, Two of 
the cubs are about six weeks old 
and the third is about five weeks 
old. 

The older pair, a male and a 
female, was captured about two 
weeks ago by a trapper whose 
dog team was attacked by an in- 
furiated female bear, The trapper 
killed the bear and his lead dog 
with a single shot from a rifle. 
The cubs, he said, were quite 
gentle, 

The mother of the younger bear 
was killed by another trapper, 
but in this case the cub was sub- 
dued with difficulty, although it 
was only about two weeks old. 

George P. Vierheller, Zoo direc- 
tor, said the three little bears ar- 
rived Friday night after an un- 
eventful trip from The Pas, Mani-

The new arrivals will be kept

Foreign Commissar Vyacheslav 
Molotov announced at his first

manian territory.” 

With a simplicity that made the

The text of the statement: 

“The Red Army, as a result of 
its successful advance, has reached 
the River Prut. This means the 
beginning of full restoration of the 
Soviet frontier created in 1940 as 
the result of an agreement be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Ru- 
mania, which was broken in 1941 
by the Rumanian Government in 
alliance with Hitlerite Germany. 

“At the present time, the Red 
Army is carrying out the clearing 
of Soviet territory of all enemy 
troops, and the time is not far

45 Men Wounded When 
Destroyer Hit 3 Land- 
ing Craft at Eniwetok 
by Mistake. 


UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, April 3 (AP).—Adm. Ches- 
ter W, Nimitz disclosed yesterday 
that 13 men were killed and 45 
wounded in the accidental shelling 
of three LCI’s (landing craft, in- 
fantry) by an American destroyer 
in a landing assault on Parry 
Island in Eniwetok Atoll in the 
Marshall Islands on Feb. 22. 

The Admiral termed the accli- 

dent a “tragic episode” and said 
the chief cause was that “under 
difficult conditions of navigation, 
both the destroyer and the land- 
ing craft were slightly out of 
scheduled positions, with restrict- 
ed visibility a contributing fac- 
tor.” 
The three LCIs were in a divi- 
sion commanded by Lt. Comdn 
Theodore Blanchard of New Ro- 
chelle, N. Y. They were a few 
hundred yards offshore when hit 
by the destroyer’s shells. 

With the Admiral’s announce- 
ment, Pacific fleet headquarters 
made public a message addressed 
by Rear Adm. Harry W. Hill, com- 
mander of the Eniwetok expedi- 
tionary force, to Comdr. Blanch- 
ard on the day of the error, Hill 
said: 

“T am deeply grieved by the 
deaths and injuries sustained in 
the action by your fine men. Gal- 
lantry and contemptuous disre- 
gard for danger displayed by all 
the LCIs attached to this com- 
mand has been an inspiration to 
us all.” 

Blanchard replied: “We are 
deeply grateful for the unselfish 
and gallant assistance your ob- 
serving officers rendered to us in 
our losses this morning. The co- 
operation and courtesy tendered 
all LCI'’s by cruisers and battle- 
ships made us feel that we, too, 
small as we are, are a part of a 
great fleet.”

The Berlin radio told of violent 
battles between American and 
German planes and said 14 United 
States planes had been downed 
over Budapest, which was recently 
occupied by the Germans. Bombs 
were dropped in some sections of 
the city, the Berlin broadcast said. 

Thé Hungarian capital, one of 
Europe's most beautiful cities, lies 
on both sides of the Danube. Amer- 
ican and British planes had not 
bombed it previously, but the Rus- 
sian air force attacked it in Sep- 
tember, 1942, and again last week. 

As a result of the bombing of 
Germany’s industrial center, the 
Germans have been reported mov- 
ing factories into Hungary and 
relying on the production of estab- 
lished Hungarian factories, : 

Point. 


Key Rallroad 

Budapest is a key point on rail- 
road networks Germany 
with the Balkans. It is 450 miles 
northeast of the Allied air bases 
around Foggia. 

Details of the attack were not 
immediately announced, but it was 
known to be a very big one, with 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
participating. German reports said 
they were escorted by fighters.

UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pear! 
Harbor, April 3 (AP).—Heavy 
bombers from Central Pacific 
bases struck at Truk April 1 
(United States time), giving that 
Japanese Caroline stronghold its 
ninth raid in five days. 

Dublon, the largest island in the 
group, was the target. All planes 
returned undamaged, Pacific Fleet 
headquarters announced today, 
despite attacks by three intercep- 
tors and light antiaircraft fire. 

Efforts to neutralize Ponape, 
Truk's eastern outpost, entered 
the second full month Saturday 
when’ Mitchell bombers from the 
Seventh Army Air Force, escorted 
by Marine Corsair Fighters, at- 
tacked the island. Barracks, in- 
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stallations and planes’ servicing 
area were left in flames. 

Meantime, cannon-firing Mit- 
chells, Marine dive bombers and 
Corsairs and Navy  Hellcats 
bombed and strafed four enemy- 
held Marshal] atolls, hitting run- 
ways and storage areas, All planes 
returned, ; 

The latest Truk strike was 
made at night. It was the fifth 
in five days by Seventh Air Force 
Liberators. In the same period 
Adm. William F. Halsey’s South 
Pacific bombers have smashed at 
the atoll four times to put the 
central Caroline base under a two- 
sided aerial attack. 

The new attacks followed a 
strike at dawn Friday at Truk, 
two other attacks on Ponape and 
raids on three enemy positions in 
the Marshalls. In the Friday op- 
erations antiaircraft positions 
were strafed, gasoline stores were 
hit and explosions were observed 
in an ammunition dump. 


TWO HILLS TAKEN 
ON BOUGAINVILLE 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Southwest Pacific, April 3 (AP).— 
American forces have increased 
the pace of their campaign 
against Madang on New Guinea 
and seemed today to be progress- 
ing with their five-month drive 
to wipe out opposition to their 
hold on Bougainville, in the north- 
ern Solomons. : 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur an- 
nounced that United States troops 
at Bougainville captured two stra- 
tegic hills outside the Empress 
Augusta Bay beachhead which the 
Americans have been slowly en- 
larging since thei& invasion Nov. 1. 

For the last several weeks the 
Japanese, previously described as 
abandoned and cut off from sup- 
ply and reinforcement, have fierce- 
‘ly counterattacked the Americans 
on Bougainville. But on March 
29 Maj. Gen. Oscar Griswold, Al- 
lied commander on the {fsland, 
said, “The Japs have had about 
enough,” and were withdrawing. 

In New Guinea Americans 
strengthened their drive on Bogad- 
jim, 20 miles south of Madang, 
against which the Allies have been 
marching since last September. 
Australians in the Finesterre hills 
southwest of the Americans met 
and repulsed Japanese counter- 
attacks, MacArthur’s communique 
said. The April 1 communique 
placed the Australians 10 miles 
south of Bogadjim. 

The Americans’ advance today 
brought them within 13 miles of. 
‘Bogadjim.

Red Army staffs already have 
established headquarters on Ru- 
manian soil, the Soviet war corre- 
spondent, Boris Polevoy, said in a 
telegram to the Communist party 
newspaper Pravda which was cap- 
tioned “Across the Border.” 


To the southeast other Russian 
forces struck within 19 miles of 
the great Black Sea port of Odes- 
sa, and dispatches asserted “the 
hour of liberation igs near” for 
Russia’s seventh largest city. 

On the western end of the south- 
ern front, Soviet troops in old 
Poland swept nearer to the Tatar 
Pass in the Carpathian Mountains 
leading into Hungarian occupied 
territory of old Czecho-Slovakia.

Drive Into Rumania. 


Soviet Foreign Commissar Vya- 
cheslav Molotov first announced 
the invasion of Rumania last 
night.

(Berlin said the main Soviet 
drive into Rumania was in the 
Iasi sector, less than 200 
miles northeast of Bucharest and 
the valuable Ploesti oil fields. Iasi 
is 10 miles west of the Prut, and 
is a key Rumanian railway center 
where lines branch to Bucharest 
and captured Czernowitz, 115 
miles to the northwest.) 


Soviet dispatches said the local 
Rumanian population was giving 
the Red Army a good reception 
and that the people already were 
returning from hiding places to 
their homes.

BRITISH BOMB NAZI 
BATTLESHIP TIRPIIZ 


Several Hits Made on Craft 
in Norway’s Alten 
Fjord, 


LONDON, April 3 (AP).—Brit- 
ish naval planes have scored sev- 
eral bomb hits on the Germans’ 
most powerful battleship, the 35,- 
000-ton Tirpitz, the Admiralty an- 
nounced today. . 

The Tirpitz was in Norway’s Al- 
ten Fjord, the same spot where it 
was torpedoed by British midget 
submarines last September. 

The Admiralty’s announcement 
indicated a heavy attack on the 
biggest surviving unit of Hitler’s 
all but vanquished battle fleet. 
The attack presumably was car- 
ried out by carried-based planes 
of the Fleet air arm, possibly 
American-built. 

Last previous reports on the 
Tirpitz said the Germans had been 
able to make only temporary re- 
pairs to the torpedo damage in- 
flicted by the British midget sub- 
marines which stole into its hide- 
away last fall. The submarines, 
three of which were lost, were 
credited with causing underwater 
damage to the Tirpitz, 

The brief Admiralty communi- 
que did not give the date or other 
details of the plane attack. 

The Tirpitz was the one great 
capital ship remaining in the Ger- 
man navy after the sinking of the 
26,000-ton Scharnhorst last De- 
cember.

Allies Smash Nazi Attack 
Beachhead Area. 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Naples, April 3 (AP). — Allied 
troops have smashed a German 
attack on the left flank of the 
beachhead below Rome, head- 
quarters announced today, while 
Italian troops fighting with the 
Allies occupied a third peak in 
the center of the main Fifth Army 
front. 

Flame throwers spearheaded the 
attack of about 150 German in- 
fantrymen against the beachhead, 
which began an hour before dusk 
Friday after a heavy mortar bar- 
rage. It was launched in the same 
vicinity as the raid of the pre- 
vious day in which the Germans 
forced a slight Allied withdrawal 
southwest of Carroceto, 21 miles 
below Rome. 

Although the mortar fire con- 
tinued throughout the night, the 
infantry attackers were either 
dead or routed by mftdnight. 

Yank Positions Shelled. 

On the same night the Germans 
bombarded a sector held by Amer- 
ican infantry, laying 900 shells of 
various sizes around the positions, 

German tanks moved forward 
at a point about four miles weat 
of Cisterna, on the eastern edge 
of the beachhead, but were driven 
back by artillery fire. 

An Allied patrol engaged the 
Germans in a series of clashes in 
the southern extremity of the 
beachhead. 

The new peak seized by the 
Italians was identified as Point 
1344 and it was not stated whether 
the Germans had opposed the ad- 
vance. Yesterday the Italians were 
disclosed to have occupied 3600 
foot Mt. Castelnuovo, just to the 
northeast of Mt. Marrone, 15 miles 
northeast of Cassino, without op- 
position, 

Allies Reported Reinforced. 

The German attack against the 
beachhead was not a duplication 
of the four earlier offensives to 
smash the Allies back into the 
sea. There is every indication that 
the Germans have given up that 
hope and now are merely engag- 
ing in harassing attacks, perhaps 
designed to disrupt any plans the 
Allies may have for pushing in- 
land. 

(A DNB broadcast said Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark’s Fifth Army 
forces at Anzio had “collected con- 
siderable troop and material rein- 
forcements” in the last few days 
and that it was probably that ma- 
jor Anglo-United States attacks 
will be resumed at any moment.”

REPARATIONS 10 
SWIS9, HULL SAYS 


He Expresses Deep Re- 
gret for Accidental 
Bombing of Border City 
of Schaffhauser. 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP).— 
The United States Government 
will make appropriate reparations 
for the damage resulting from the 


“tragic bombing by American 
planes” of the city of Schaffhau- 
sen, Switzerland, on April 1, Sec- 
retary of State Hull announced to- 
day. He said several official ex- 
pressions of deep regret over the 
accidental bombing were being 
communicated to the Swiss. 

The text of Hull's announce- 
ment: 


“I desire to express my own and 
all Americans’ deep regret over 
the tragic bombing by American 
planes of the Swiss city of Schaff- 
hausen on April 1. 

“I have been in close touch with 
the Secretary of War (Stimson) 
regarding this matter. and he tells 
me investigations which he has so 
far been able to complete indicate 
that in the course of operations 
against the Nazi war machine a 
group of our bombers, due to a 
chain of events negating the ex- 
tensive precautions which had 
been taken to prevent incidents 
of this character, mistakenly flew 
over and bombed Swiss areas lo- 
cated on the north side of the 
Rhine, 


“Secretary Stimson has ex- 
pressed to me the deep regret 
which he and the American air 
forces feel over this tragedy. He 
has also asked me to assure the 
Swiss Government that every pos- 
sible precaution will be taken to 
prevent in so far as in humanly 
possible the repetition of this un- 
fortunate event. Gen. Spaatz, (Lt. 
Gen, Carl Spaatz) accompanied by 
Ambassador Winant, has already 
called on the Swiss charge d’af- 
faires in London and expressed 
the deep regret of himself and the 
men in his command at the acci- 
dental bombing of Schaffhausen. 


“Naturally this Government will 
make appropriate reparations for 
the damage resulting from this 
unfortunate event insofar as that 
is humanly possible. 


“I am informing the Swiss min- 
ister in the foregoing sense and 
am instructing the American 
minister in Bern to do lkewise 
with the Swiss Government.” 


A London dispatch said the 
Swiss Government had made dip- 
lomatic representations over the 
bombing, in which 35 persons were 
killed and 65 injured.

ence on action, but decided to al- 
low the bill to proceed through 
regular legislative channels. Mem- 
bers of the board blandly an- 
nounced the secret session “was 
devoted to discussing plans for 
the annual picnic... 

The bill would make it a mis- 

demeanor punishable by a fine of 
$25 to $500 for concessionaires on 
city property to refuse to serve 
customers because of “race, creed 
or color.”

FOR HOUSEHOLDS CUT 25 PCT, 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP). 
—Solid Fuels Administrator Ickes 
announced today that scarcity of 
domestic-size bituminous coal 
mined in Southern Appalachian 
areas would force a drastic cut 
in household use of such fuel. 

Consumers of those scarce coals 
—from Southern West Virginia, 
Eastern Kentucky and parts of 
Virginia and Tennessee — must 
meet at least 25 per cent of their 
annual requirements from alterna- 
tive fuels where available. The 
new regulations impose limitations 
on the tonnage to-be delivered to

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GAA OFFERS CITY 
BLIND FLYING 


Would Erect 3 Buildings 
at Lambert Field — 
Only Cost Would Be 
Use of Electricity. 


The Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 


tration today offered to install 


blind flying equipment at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field without cost 
to the city, it was announced by 
Milton M. Kinsey, president of the 
Board of Public Service. 

The CAA would erect three 
buildings, install necessary equip- 
ment and provide operating per- 
sonnel, asking only that the city 
provide a free lease on the build- 
ing sites and furnish free electric 
power. 

The offer, made by S: E. Som- 
bart, engineer from the regional 
CAA office at Kansas City, was 
to be presented to the Municipal 
Airport Commission for approval 
this afternoon. 

The blind flying equipment pro- 
posed for the airport would pro- 
vide a radio beam leading from 
the ground to an altitude of 1000 
feet at a point four miles from 
the field. Pilots approaching for 
an intsrument landing would 
place their aircraft on the beam 
at the 1000-foot altitude and 
simply follow it to the ground. 
Equipment would consist of 
three units in buildings below the 
ground. One building, a localizer 
unit, would be located 300 feet 
north of the northeast-southwest 
runway, and another building, a 
boundary marker unit, would be 
located 300 feet south of this run- 
way. The third building, another 
localizer unit, would be four miles 
north of the airport.

CONVICTION REVERSED 


Trial for Edward Hill, 
Once Given 3 Years.

JEFFERSON, City, April 3.— 
The conviction and 3-year peniten- 
tiary sentence of Edward Hill, for- 
mer president of the Hod Carriers’ 
Building and Common Laborers’

DEWEY CLAIMS 
106 DELEGATES 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP).— 
Despite his insistence that he is 
not seeking the presidentjal nomi- 
wation, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York, is away out in front 
with 106 pledged and claimed dele- 
gates to the Republican national 
convention, although 207 of the 
234 so far selected in 10 states 
are free to vote as they please. 

Only 27 of the total are pledged, 
23 from Minnesota to Lt. Comdr. 
Harold E. Stassen, and four, in- 
cluding two each from New Hamp- 
shire and Missouri, to Dewey. 

But supporters of Dewey claim 
82 of New .York’s 85 district dele- 
gates, and at least 20 of North 
Carolina’s 25, for a grand total of 
106. He also has support in other 
delegations. 

Over Dewey’s personal protest 
his Midwest strength will be tested 
against Wendell L. Willkie in Wis- 
consin tomorrow. 

Willkie has at least 10 delegates 
in the claimed class but no out- 
right pledges. His claimed strength 
includes six in New Hampshire, 
one in New Mexico and three in 
New York. Some of his New York 
supporters, however, overlap the 
Dewey claims and say Willkie will 
have about 12 of the State’s dis- 
trict delegates.

There will be 1059 votes in the 
convention with 530 necessary for 
a nomination, 

Democrats have named only 137 
of their 1176 delegates to date—

pledged outright to President 
Roosevelt, but all of New York’s 
86 are claimed for him, making a 
total of 106,

CHICAGO, April 3 (AP).— The 
Americen Farm Bureau federation 
recommended today that the 1944 
Republican farm plank go on rec- 
ord for a postwar farm program 
embodying a crop adjustment sys- 
tem administered by a national 
bipartisan board appointed by the 


President with the approval of the 
Senate. 

Such a system, the federation 
said, should maintain substantial 
reserves of basic farm commodi- 
ties, adjust annual production in 
line with market demands “so that 
prices of such commodities may be 
stabilized on a basis of fair ex- 
change values within industrial 
prices and wages of labor.” 

To effectuate such a program, 
it would be necessary, the farm 
organization said, to have “an ef- 
fective system of price supports, 
including mandatory commodity 
loans” by the Government. 

The federation’s recommenda- 
tions were made before a confer- 
ence being held by a special Re- 
publican agricultural advisory 
committee of five Governors and 
four members of Congress created 
to draft a farm plank for presen- 
tation to the national convention 
here in June, 

The committee invited all na- 
tional farm organizations to pre- 
sent their views. 

Gov. Bourke B. Hickenlooper of 
Iowa, chairman of the committee, 
opened the conference with a dec- 
laration that “11 years of master- 
minding and regimentation of our 
farm plant have not produced any 
sound or permanent hope for agri- 
culture. Political ‘exploitation of 
the farmer must stop.”

800 Dead in Area. 

“East of Gali, on Feb. 10 and 
11, the bodies of 209 Japanese vic- 
tims of hunger and disease were 
found, and it was estimated that 
there were at least 800 dead in 
that area. 


“At Yoga-Yoga, west of Saidor, 
a patrol found 200 Japanese dead 
of malnutrition and disease on 
March 19, while along the jungle 
trails many enemy dead and con- 
siderable abandoned equipment 
were found. 

“Since last October, 
Huon Peninsula of New Guinea, in 
the area between Finschhafen and 
Saidor, 2685 Japanese have been 
found dead of wounds, disease and 
starvation.” 

To meet the situation, the Japa- 
nese have attempted to start truck 
farms, the Army said, but the jun- 
gle, insects and aerial bombard- 
ment “have netted them little re- 
sults.” 

The department said there is 
evidence that the Japanese sol- 
dier “is losing his implicit trust in 
his officers.”

The Daily Mail and the News 
Chronicle joined in criticism of 
the Foreign Office with the Daily 
Herald, which asserted that the 
country’s foreign policy “has late- 
ly been so vague as to appear at 
times nonexistent.” 

The Daily Herald said: 


“The impression grows ever 
stronger that Britain is looking 
nervously now to America, now 
to Russia, wondering what her 
partners will decide, and search- 
ing hurriedly for formulas which 
will be disturbing to neither. 

“These tactics have not served 
to harmonize Allied policy—if that 


is their aim. It must be obvious 
that if Britain is to act as a link 
between Russia and America—an 
invaluable role—the line must be 
strong and shining—not a link of 
fraying thread... . 

“Britain, in other words, must 
hold her partners together by in- 
sisting that every political prob- 
lem be referred to basic principles 
for which the war is being fought, 
Instead of which, there are wide- 
spread fears that Britain's foreign 
policy is faltering in relation te 
the Atlantic Charter.” 

Referring to the reports of 
Cadogan’s possible new post, the 
Herald said, “it would- be a de 
plorable appointment. We say 
this in no reflection on Sir ‘Alex- 
ander personally, but because he 
is a civil servant, a professional 
diplomat subject to all the limita- 
tions of a strictly specialized ca- 
reer. To appoint a man whose 
opinions are unknown would 
merely increase the public dis 
quiet about the trend of our for- 


eign policy.”

On Drafting the 4-F’s 
To the Edlior of the Post-Dispatch: 

I would like to call attention to the 
proposed legislation pertaining to the 
induction into so-called labor battalions 
of those classified as 4-F under the 
Selective Service Act. I am firmly con- 
vinced that this legislation would be an 
act of flagrant discrimination against 
those so inducted, not because of their 
induction into service, but the condi- 
tions proposed for it. 

It is my understanding that this new 
legislation proposes to induct those in 
this classification if they have not se- 
cured jobs in war plants. 

This is all very well. No one with this 
classification can rightly complain of 
being inducted into the service of his 
country. But when it is proposed to 
induct them under legislation which 
would deprive them of any of the rights 
and privileges which all others have 
who have been inducted, then this is 
outright discrimination. ‘ 

A man inducted into the service of his 
country is entitled, and rightly, to 
numerous benefits. One benefit is the 
acknowledged responsibility of his Gov- 
ernment to furnish certain services for 
his physical care and well-being now 
and in the years to come. A soldier, 


whether he has been inducted for gen- 
pral or limited service, is allowed to have 
insurance by his Government up to $10,- 
000 


But it is proposed to induct 4-F’s Into 
labor battalions without these benefits, 
or to reduce them drastically. All the 
people with whom I have discussed this 
matter agree that if one is physically fit 
to be inducted into the service, then he 
is physically fit to have all the. privileges 
and benefits that any other receives up- 
on induction. 

Some persons will say that the al- 
ternative is to work in a war plant. That 
ig possible, but all war plants are man- 
aged by civilian corporations which have 
rigid physical examinations. I know, for 
I have tried to get work in them. So 
there remain the labor battalions. 

I am willing to serve in any capacity, 
as I was when I volunteered after Pearl 
Harbor and was turned down. Later I 
voluntered for early induction with the 
same result. But if I am inducted in 
any capacity, it should be as any other 
limited-service man would be.

Hospitals, Not Hopes 


The Veterans’ Administration, whose views on 
veterans’ hospitalization were summarized in an 
article in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, has still 
to make a clear and consistent statement of what 
it considers the needs to be and what it means 
to do about them. 

The figures of Brig. Gen. Hines, head of the 
veterans’ agency, show a deficiency of 11,000 
beds between the hospital facilities the Adminis- 
trator says will be available and the number of 
veterans he estimates will require hospitaization 
in 1945—yet Gen. Hines doeg not explain the de- 
ficieicy or s0 much as recognize its existence. 

Nor does the Administrator give any coherent 
explanation of the manner in which he arrives 
at his estimates of the wounded, physically and 
spiritually, whom his organization will be de 
pended upon to care for—estimates that are ex- 
travagantly low. Senator Clark of Missouri cails 
Hines’ estimates “unrealistic.” The Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration’s own psychiatrist, Dr, 
Dumas, and the national commander of the Dis- 
abled American Veterans, James L. Monnahan, 
both look fom hospital demands far greater than 
Gen. Hines’ estimates. , 

Gen. Hines is relying heavily upon 100,000 
Army and Navy beds which he says “should be” 
available. He does not say, what the Army’s and 
Navy's views are in the matter. He does not say 
how many of the beds will continue to be, re- 
quired by the services, how many are for one 
reason or another not convertible to permanent 
use in this country. He does not say how they 
are going to do veterans in this country any 
g00d so long as they are required by the field 
forces; and the war may not stop at precisely 
the convenient moment when the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration requires the Army and Navy beds. 

Gen. Hines discusses his administration’s pro- 
gram for new hospital construction, which at the 
outside would involve an outlay of $30,000,000, 
He is significantly silent on the $500,000,000 item 
for new veterans’ hospitalization provided in the 
“G. I. Bill of Rights,” which Senator Clark intro- 
duced and the Senate has already adopted. Gen. 
Hines does not say whether hig agency is pre 
pared to build and staff hospitals on the scale 
contemplated by the bill, or whether, if the bill 
passes, the Veterans’ Administration will take the 
same lackadaisical attitude toward putting into 
effect that it hag taken toward drawing up an 
adequate program on its own initiative. 

Concededly, it will be a Herculean task to build 
and staff the needed amount of veterans’ hos- 
pitalization. It will require tough, persistent 
fighting for materials and technical man power. 
It will be a back-breaking job; but it must be done. 

Gen, Hines gives little indication that he has 
any zest for it. Hospitals are imperative, and he 
offers hopes instead. If his unrealistic, lethargic 
views were permitted to prevail, the consequences 
would be tragedy for thousands of service men. 

Gen. Hines seems never to have comprehended 
either the scope or the nature of 'modern war. 
His agency is unprepared for a task which we 
have a sacred obligation to perform to the limit 
of our ability—yet there is no sign that the 
Veterans’ Administration is taking more than 
trifling. measures of preparation, or that it is 
alive to the urgencies of the situation. 
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Expansion of Lambert Field 

Although it is the City of St. Louis which is 
taking the initiative in the expansion of Lambert 
Field, the County Court, the City of Berkeley and 
property owners in the area have a responsibility 
and a community interest as well. Whatever pre 
pares’ the metropolitan area for harvesting the 
greatest benefits from the air traffic of the fu- 
ture is an indirect benefit to all who live in it. 
Trade traditionally, follows transportation, and 
will follow it into this trade territory when it 
is ready to meet the development of aviation 
with adequate terminals, 

The president of the Board of Public Service, 
Mr. ‘Kinsey, in announcing that Lambert Field 
may be expanded beyond the original plan, is 
taking steps that showld be taken at this time. 


Involved is a problem of zoning—one of protect- — 


ing a so-called “vulnerable” field from encroach- 
ment. This is a move not only to facilitate traf- 
fic to and from the field, but to give the air ap- 
proaches ‘to it adequate clearance and to pro- 
vide for relocation of the terminal building itself. 

In such ways will Lambert Field become a 
first-class airport ready to receive a good pro- 
portion of the heavy postwar traffic. Its prep- 
aration for the increased burden is only a part 
of the over-all plan to prepare the metropolitan 
area for its future role, The other key to that 
plan is the development of Columbia Bottoms as 
a major site. 
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Better Homes After the War 


Vast possibilities for employment and for im- 
proved standards of living after the war are 
suggested by the report of the Twentieth Century 
Fund, a nationa) research organization, predict- 
ing that for the first 10 years of peace there will 
be a demand for at least a million new homes 
each year. 

Carrying the study further, the report points 
out there will be a large field for repair and im- 
provement of existing dwellings. Under war con- 
ditions, housing facilities are deteriorating as 
maintenance is deferred. In the urban areas, 10 
per cent of the dwellings are said to be in need 
of major repairs, and 23 per cent are not equipped 
with private baths. The annual expenditure 
for housing after the war could easily run to 
six billions, the report suggests. 

Barriers which may stand in the way of full 
development of the housing possibilities include 
unreasonable labor restrictions, high cost of 
mortgage loans, excessive taxation and the prac- 
tices of real estate and builder organizations: Re- 


 strictive practices of construction unions, which 
have added excessively to the cost of homes, will. 


have to be abandoned if a building program is 


to go forward on healthy dimensions, Likewise,* 


the practice of loading up a home-building proj- 
ect with large fees and high interest rates must 
be abolished if home construction is to have 
the impetus it deserves. 

These alternatives are suggested by the Twen- 
tieth Century Fund: (1) the breaking down of 
the barriers which make home construction bur- 
densomely expensive; or (2) lowered standards 
of construction, perhaps of a makeshift nature. 

It is desirable that dwelling standards be 
raised rather than lowered, and advances in ma- 
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terials and methods hold out great promise of 
progress in this direction, The need is for homes 
of permanence and stability, with the space and 
facilities for wholesome, hopeful family life. 
What may be achieved is worthy of the sincerest 
co-operation of all interested agencies. 
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Unfair Tactics Against HOLC 


The steam-roller nature of the tactics which 
are being used in the current offensive against 
the HOLC is clearly shown in the incident which 
Representative Anderson of New Mexico called 
to the attention of the House last week. 

Senator Byrd of Virginia had his Joint Com- 
mittee on the Reduction of Non-essential Expen- 
ditures meet and adopt a report urging immedi- 
ate liquidation of HOLC, although the commit- 
tee’s ex-officio members, Treasury Secretary Mor- 
gérithau and Budget Director Smith, were not 
present at the meeting, and were not consulted 
before the report was made public, 

Morton Bodfish, executive vice-president of the 
United States Savings and Loan League, chief 
lobbyist against HOLC, wrote to members of 
the League, transmitting the report and saying 
that it had been signed by all members, includ- 
ing’Mr. Morgenthau and Mr. Smith. 

It is quite possible, of course, as Representative 
Church of Illinois said in defense of Mr. Bod- 
fish, that the latter had no way of knowing the 
facts, since nothing in the report or the record 
indicated any objection. : 

There is, however, no such evidence to relieve 
Senator Byrd of the imputation of sharp prac- 
tice. The same steam-roller tactics which he, and 
Representative Dirksen of Illinois in the House, 
and Mr. Bodfish out in the lobby, are using to 
force HOL© into liquidation, are evident in the 
committee’s action. 

Mr. Byrd has been sharply rebuked by Secre- 
tary Morgenthau, who, observing that “apparent- 
ly I am not to be given an opportunity to express 
my views upon committee reports before they are 
released,” asked that, in the future, reports which 
he has not reviewed carry a statement that they 
do not necessarily represent his views. 

Senator Byrd’s methods in getting out the re- 
port do him little credit. They are not delibera- 
tive; they do not reflect an intention to make 
the best use of the technical assistance which 
the ex-officio members can supply. They are, to 
the contrary, precipitate and opportunistic. Final 
responsibility rests upon Congress, which should 
let the Byrd committee know that its methods 
require improvement. 
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Gov. Bricker’s Straw Man 


Among the interesting details of the Bricker 
build-up, as recounted by Raymond P. Brandt in 
a Post-Dispatch article yesterday, is the Ohio 
Governor's “phony war” against what he terms 
the incursions of Federal bureaucracy on the 
states. It can be termed strictly phony because 
of the distortions this aspirant for the Repubit- 
can nomination has applied to the issue. Ohio 
has only 20,600 State employes, he says, while 
the Federal Government has 111,000 persons em- 
ployed in the State (actually 126,000, the Civil 
Service Commission says). 

A breakdown of the figures for Federal work- 
ers shows the hollowness of Gov. Bricker’s con- 
tention. Of these, 86,000 are employed by the 
Army, 4000 by the Navy, 18,000 by the Postoffice, 
7000 by such agencies as WPB and OPA, and 
the others by the Veterans’ Administration, Agri- 
culture Department, FHA, etc. 

Does Gov. Bricker want the employes connect- 
ed with the war program withdrawn from the 
State? Such a desire would he strange, be- 
cause Ohio worked with might and main to get 
war industries and military posts located within 
its borders. Does he want the Postoffice to gut 
down on its staff? Does Ohio want to create 
its own WPB, OPA, Veterans’ Administration 
and similar agencies? Of course not, The Gov- 
ernor has simply set up a straw man, and is pum- 
meling it viciously. 

Some \Federal staffs might be reduced, but it 
is safe to predict that Mr. Bricker would be 
running to Washington with a delegation if 
the Government showed any sign of curtailing 
the vital functions in which the great majority 
of these workers are engaged. 
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Compromise in Italy 

Badoglio and the little King of Italy have re- 
ceived additional support which does not seem 
to embarrasg them. The first step was recog- 
nition by Seviet Russia, The second is the new 
party line of the Italian Communists, who will 
compromise with the ex-Fascists in power toward 
a strong “war government.” They will probably 
have two of the largest parties with them—the 
Socialist party and the party of Christian De 
mocracy. The latter is a powerful group of lib- 
eral Catholics who have never objected 1s 
vehemently to the yoke of monarchy as have the 
other anti-Fascist bodies in Italy. 

Count Sforza emerges again as a heroic fig- 
ure of a man who will brook no compromise with 
his ideals, It was because he despised Fascism 
and all its instruments and manipulators that he 
faced down Mussolini and left Italy. It is be- 
cause the guilt of the Tittle King is a matter 
of shameless record that he will not enter a 
government built on “collaboration with pro- 
Fascist personnel.” 

Unfortunately, the Action party of Sforza and 
the Liberation party of philosopher Benedetto 
Croce are smaller than the other groups. The 
break-up of the six-party National Liberation 
Committee, and itg absence from any com- 
promise government formed under the hollow 
shell of the present leadership, will keep some of 
the finess elements in Italy from representation. 
They are the elements most loyal to the best 
Italian traditions. and thefr great belief is tn 
what Sforza calls a “moral revolution,” a cleans- 
ing of the political taint of Fasciam that has 
poisoned the country for a generation. 

Russia is interested in an Italian government 
that will be of some help in fighting the war. 
The government of Badoglio and the little King, 
standing without popular support, has been un- 
able to do that. Compromise with them may 
prove more disillusioning than ever to the apa- 
thetic Italians themselves.

For this comeback 
Mrs. Roosevelt is more responsible than 
anyone else. The outstanding fact about 
her is that she is a lady, a swell What 
she does may be exasperating, but it is 
never cheap or shrill. For this we cannot 
be.too thankful, In foreign countries she 
has done us credit, astonished high and 
low alike, and generally contributed to 
some desirable end. 


She suffers with the curse of all en- 
dowed and protected ladies: complacency. 
All dowagers are complacent, but Mra. 


Roosevelt exhibits a case of it that eclipses . 


all previous clinical records, She takes 
herself seriously, and, like all sincere, 
humorless people, when she gets going 


wrong she is a menace. But on the whole, 
she spreads the passion for sweetness and 
light around, and the only people who 
have to listen willynilly are the troops in 
formation. 


Mr. Roosevelt came to the presidency ex- 
sceedingly well prepared. He had spent 28 
years associating with the Long Island set 
before being emancipated. Mr. Wilson 
thought that the rich were villains; Mr. 


- Roosevelt knew they were foolish and ig- 


norant. When Cousin Theodore called 
them “malefactors of great wealth,” he was 
making stern threats; when Mr. Roosevelt 
called them “economic royalists,” he mere- 
ly classified them as pelicans in the wilder- 
ness, 


His Mistakes and Weaknesses 


He had great endurance. He could talk 
with Huey Long drunk or Senator Borah 
sober—feats requiring about equal stores 
of patience. While he talked or listened, 
his smile constantly came and went, his 
eyes twinkled, and his expression betokened 
understanding and sympathy. If, after- 
ward, it appeared that he just could not 
have heard a word of what was said to 
him, nevertheless the pleasant impression 
remained in the memory. 

Sometimes he has made mistakes, as 
in 19387 when he undertook to pack the 
Supreme Court. The President is appar- 
ently quite serene, and cofhtinues to make 
wholly unsuitable appointments in emula- 
tion of Mme. de Pompadour. 


The weakness of Mr. Roosevelt for pre- 
ferring thinkers to doers is something quite 
definite. The rich, and particularly the 
lawyers, have been sure that Mr. Roosevelt 
has deliberately subjected them to this 
hazing in revehge for being cast out of 
Wall Street and the Long Island set. This 
is pretty funny. , 


A Man for Greatness 


When the war came, the President got 
busy. Things just had to get done, and 
if the rich could do them, then they were 
to be fed into the mill as well as the moral 
yearners. 

Mr. Roosevelt is not confronted with 
problems bounded by the Isles of Greece 
or Nmited by the frontiers of the Homan 
Empire or generated in the horse-and-bug- 
gy era. He governs 130,000,000 people as 
diverse itn racia] strains and interests as 
the world produces: he commands and 
holds the respect and co-operation of 180,- 
000,000 Russians, whose political concepts 
are totally at variance with his own; 300,- 
000,000 Chinese look to him with trust and 
confidence. After Dunkerque, make no 
mistake, he saved England—and America 
—despite the isolationists. 


Come, brothers: this is a great man, & 
gallant, understanding man: worthy to 
stand beside Pericles, or Marcus Aurelius, 
or Sir Robert Walpole.

Tie With Russia Is Best Hope 
For Baltic Area, Latvian Says 


“The Baltic Kiddie: Finland, Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania,” by Gregory Meiksins. <(L. B. Fische#, 
New York.) 

Russian troops are forcing their way Into 
Northern Estonia. Other Soviet soldiers 
are pushing ahead near the Latvian bor- 
der. The Finns are again considering Rus 
sian péace proposals. Three of the four pet 
ples about whom this book is written are 
thus in the day’s news. The fourth group, 
the Lithuanians, can get into the spotlight 
with no trouble at all. 

“Key points of European peace” is what 
the author calls the four Baltic states, with 
their combined population of less than 10-. 
000,000. His informed study of the “riddle” 
they present will convince most readers 
that the term is accurate enough. The 
largest of the unharmonious quartet has 
hardly more people than Brooklyn, yet 
around them is woven a maze of diplo- 
matic controversy and intense traditions 
that cannot be waved aside as a local 
teapot tempest. 

” 


About few areas of heated controversy 
do people generally know less. Indeed, it 
was not without cause that an earlier au- 
thority on the subject began by saying 
that these countries were “not the Balkan 
but the Baltic states. They owe their 
name to the Baltic Sea.” He was too often 
criticised, as a lecturer on the Baltic re 
gion, for saying nothing about Yugoslavia, 

Mr. Meiksins, a Latvian, took part in the 
democratie movement of his people, par- 
ticipated in its underground after a Hit- 
ler-sponsored Fascist regime was set up in 
1934, and since 1937 has lived as a refugee 
in Scandinavim, Portugal, Spain and Ameri 
ca, He says the Baltic states are so much 
more important than their relatively in- 
conspicuous geographical area because 
they comprise the region in which Russia 
and the West meet. Thus, these little 
countries are political testing grounds at 
once unique and explosive.

The writer makes no effort to spin a 
story of strength and power for his region, 
He knows that these states are small and 
weak, and that their destiny depends on 
the outcome of the war. .One “solution” 
he writes off at the outset as impossible, 
This ts “the existence of the Baltic repul- 
lice as “‘independent’ states.”

The Future of Europe 


D 


ECLARATIONS of intentions and desires are never decisive for 
history. Now that the plans of the three great powers for Eu- 
rope begin to emerge, it is clear that no matter what our states- 


men say, the result of their plans if carried out will be the division 


of Europe into spheres of influence, 


No matter what is said, Europe 


would be a congeries of minor satellites of Britain, Russia, and— 


if we stay—the United States. 


There is one single exemption—France—and with a big question 
mark. France will have a position of preference, provided she de- 
cides to become the instrument, on the Continent, of this policy. 


Last week's papers contained 
two dispatches from London. One 
states that the new Poland is to 
incorporate East Prussia — since 
the continuation of the Corridor 
is a breeder of wars; that the 
Russian frontier will probably be 
shifted to the Curzon line; and 
that the Reich will be occupied 
by three armies—presumably by 
the Russian to the Oder—with the 
north and west held by the British 
and the south by the Americans. 


The same dispatch states that 
Russia is “left with little reason 


to doubt that in the Balkans she 


will recover all the territory she 
regards as historically Russian 
and exercise an influence over Bul- 
garia, Rumania, Hungary and pos- 
sibly Yugoslavia.” 

Simultaneously Mr. Eden states 
that although in postwar Europe 
all nations, great and small, will 
have a chance to express their 
grievances, “the great powers will 
have the greater voice in action 
to be taken in the general inter- 
est.” 


New Forcible Migrations. 


From the viewpoint of humanity, 
this solution will involve’ the 
forcible deportation of new mil- 
lions of human beings. It is said 
that the transfers of population 
will be “somewhat less” than Hit- 
ler’s! Even this is not true. The 
transfers made by Hitler will be 
re-transferred, and atop that will 
come new forced migrations. 

From the point of view of power 
politics, this “solution” is a guar- 
antee against Europe ever becom- 
ing, in herself, an autonomous 
power, or group of powers, capable 
of exercising influence and _ re- 
sponsibility comparable with the 
three others in the councils of na- 
tions, or of rationalizing her own 
political and economic life.

The finding of a common loon 
in migration, diving on the lagoon 
in front of City Art Museum in 
Forest Park, was the highlight of 
observations made by 110 St. Louis 


Bird Club members on the first of: 


their April bird walks yesterday, 
or on any previous season’s walks 
within the memory of Wayne 
Short, president. 

“The common loon is not com- 
mon in this region,” Short said, 
“and it is most uncommon for one 
to land in a lagoon in a city, for 
the bird is constructed in such 
fashion that it requires a large 
body of-water for it to take off.” 

While the loon cavorted around, 
it failed to utter any eerie sounds 
that have dubbed his species with 
the simile “crazy as a loon,” nor 


|did it indicate fear that it could 


not take off if it wished. 

Several years ago a fisherman 
presented a loon he had caught on 
a lake in Minnesota to the St. 
Louis Zoo, and it was released on 
the waterfowl lake, with its wings 
unclipped, because it could not 
escape on that amount of water, 
It died there soon afterwards. 

Despite a temperafure of 32 de 
grees, Bird Club members discov- 
ered 58 species of birds in the 
walk that began at 7:30 a. m. 
from Jefferson Memorial. Ring- 
billed gulls were putting on a 
show on the Post-Dispatch lake 
where they are doing a scavenger 
job while the lake is being 
drained.

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SLIGHT INDUSTRIAL 
DECLINE EAPEGTED 
IN 8TH DISTRICT 


Reserve Bank Report on 
Trend for Rest of War 
Period — Employment 
at High Level. 


The trend in industrial output 
jn the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District seems ‘likely to decline 


slightly during the rest of the war 
period, the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis said today in its 
monthly report on business condi- 
tions in the district, which in- 
cludes parts of Missouri and of 
six other states. 

There are indications that the 
district's share in the national 
war output is to be smaller than 
it has been because much of the 
war production in this area now 
consists of military products now 
in adequate or near-adequate sup- 
ply, the report stated. 

Over-al) industrial employment 
in the district continues at a high 
level, most workers released from 
cutback war plants being ab- 
sorbed by still expanding war in- 
dus and essential civilian fac- 
tories. Although St. Louis is clas- 
sified as a labor surplus area, 
there are some shortages in cer- 
tain types of labor such as skilled 
steel workers and toolmakers. 
Tool and die manufacture in St. 
Louis is down slightly, but pro- 
duction of chemicals other than 
explosives is still increasing in 
response to war and essential ci- 
vilian demand. 

As the result of furnace shut- 
downs in the St. Louis area, dis- 
trict steel mills operated at about 
81 per cent of capacity in Feb- 
ruary, compared to 83 per cent in 
January and slightly more than 
100 per cent in February, 1943. 
Actual tonnage output in Febru- 

’ was about the same as in 
February, 1943, but an increase in 
rated capacity was responsible 
for the decline in production. In 
early March, however, steel ingot 
operations dropped to 72 per cent 
of capacity, which brought pro- 
duction down to a level signifi- 
cantly less than the volume of a 
year ago. 

Industrial consumption of elec- 
tricity in St. Louis in February 
was 3 per cent less than in Jan- 
vary, but 5 per cent more than in 
February, 1943. District shoe out- 


put increased about 3 per cent 
from January levels, but was down | 
slightly from that of a year ago. | 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics | 
reported the cost of living in St. | 
Louls declined one-half of one! 
per cent from Jan. 15 to Feb. 15, 
but was 4.9 per cent higher than 
in September, 1942. 

Meat slaughter in the St. Louis 
area was down 13 per cent from 
that in January, but still 54 per 
cent greater than in February, 
1943. Seasonal work in agricul- 
ture in the district is further ad- 
vanced than in the comparable

POWER IN BRITISH 
WAR INDUSTRIES 


Electricity Curtailed 10 
Pct. and Gas 25 Pct.— 
Some Miners Return 


to Work. 


LONDON, April 3 (AP).—Brit- 
ish war factories, engaged in turn- 
ing out equipment for the im- 
pending European invasion, faced 
a possible sharp drop in produc- 
tion today as the Government or- 
dered a general cut in power use 
because of strike-induced coal 
shortages. 

With fuel stocks dwindling rap- 
idly as the result of miners’ strikes 
estimated to have cost the nation 
two million tons of coal in the 
last month, the fuel ministry di- 
rected that electric supplies be 
curtailed 10 per cent and gas 25 
per cent. 

Every factory in the country— 
including 10,000 rushing war ma- 
terial—was affected by the order. 

Cut in Public Transportation. 

At the same time the Govern- 
ment announced that public trans- 
portation in northwest England 
would be reduced 20 per cent in 
a further effort to save power. 

The war cabinet, meanwhile, 
was giving urgent consideration 
to the situation, which the fuel 
ministry described as grave and 
which was characterized in some 
quarters as the worst labor crisis 
which has faced Britain since the 
general strike of 1926, 

Although several Yorkshire mi- 
ners’ local unions voted yesterday 
to return to the pits today, fewer 
than 5000 of the 90,000 men idle 
in that area reported for work 
this morning. The dispute there 
centered around a 40-cent weekly 
charge, assessed against the 
miners for household coal which 
they previously had received free, 
before their wages were boosted 
an average of about $3.40 a week. 

250,000 Restless. 

Union leaders, who have pleaded 
with the men to return to work, 
reported today that another 250,- 
000 miners in South Wales, Scot- 
land and Lancashire—Britain’s 
most important pits—were in a 
restless mood over the Govern- 
ment’s four-year wage stabiliza- 
tion plan on which the men are 
voting this week. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of Tyne- 
side, Clydeside and Middlesboro 
shipbuilding and engineering ap- 
prentices returned to work. Indi- 
cations were that their strike was 
breaking up slowly under the Gov- 
ernment threat to draft strikers 
into the armed forces. 

Apprentices at Huddersfield de- 
cided to recommend to the Clyde- 
side and Tyneside guilds that they 
call off their strike and said if 
they did so the Huddersfield 
youths would also return. Repre- 
sentatives of the Tyneside strik- 
ers came to London to confer with 
Labor Minister Ernest Bevin.

ASE C-207: Rowland K., aged 43, is an able grocer who 
C enjoys people. “I never studied psychology in school,” he 

said, “but I’ve been very much interested in it as a hobby. 
People do react according to certain laws, and I only wish I 
knew more of them. But I have discovered several by experi- 
menting in my daily work as a grocer. For example, last Satur- 
day we had a large supply of head lettuce on hand. It was 
priced at 10c, though our ceiling price was 12c a head. But 
customers weren't buying the lettuce in any volume. I saw 
that we'd have to carry a great deal of it over the week end, 
and thus suffer spoilage.

“SO I SORTED the lettuce into two piles, one of which 
had the larger heads. I placed a 12c sign over this pile, and 
kept the 10c price over the other. Now the customers imme- 
diately began taking more interest in the lettuce. They would 
handle and compare both types of heads. Soon they had 
cleaned us out of both piles. I have often noticed that if the 
customers are given two choices, even though there is hardly 
any difference in quality between the two .price levels, then 
they will buy more eagerly. Some people seem to feel that a 
higher: price always indicates superior value. Maybe these 
folks also have a slight superiority complex and don’t wish 
to be classed with the average buyer. Anyway, they respond 
better when two prices are quoted and automatically take 
the higher priced goods. 
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“OTHERS ARE bargain hunters. They find that the 
lower priced merchandise is a better bargain than the higher, 
so they eagerly gobble it up. Thus, I pleased both types of 
customers and as a result, they cleaned out all of my lettuce, 
I avoided the spoilage, and also got 2 cents a head more for 
almost 50 per cent of my lettuce, I have often observed, too, 
that people will not buy oranges or grapefruit if the bin is 
almost empty with maybe only the floor covered by one or 
two layers of fruit. But if I fij] the bin with an empty card- 
board box and then lay this layer of fruit across the top, the 
customers will buy them all in record time, In the first case, 
I suppose they think the fruit at the bottom of the bin has 
been culled over by other purchasers and rejected. So they 
probably fee] that they are getting discarded stuff. By seeing 
it on top of a bin, the reverse idea must be created, for then 
they rush to buy those same oranges.”

OMELOVING women should 
H not rest until they have 

learned the art and science of 
making rolls that will delight their 
homefolks. And every now and 
then they will find. it good busi- 
ness to put some extra touches 
on rolls and bread. Sprinkling the 
surface with cornmeal. or bran 
after they have been molded and 
put into the baking pan for their 
last rising and after they have 
been brushed with either a milk 
and egg glaze or melted butter or 
margarine, adds greatly to the 
crust appeal and to the crunchy 
quality. 


Cornmeal Parkerhouse Rolls. 

One-third cup cornmeal, one ta- 
blespoon sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one and one-half cups milk, 
two -tablespoons shortening, one 
cake compressed yeast, one-fourth 
cup warm milk, one egg, beaten; 
two and one-half to three cups 
sifted, all-purpose flour. 

Add cornmeal, sugar, and salt 
to the hot milk in top of double 
boiler, stirring to keep smooth. 
Add shortening and blend well. 
Cover and cook over hot water for 
30 minutes. Cool to lukewarm. 
Soften yeast in one-fourth cup 
milk. Blend with cornmeal mix- 
ture. Add egg and beat well. Add 
two and one-half cups of the flour 
and as much more as needed to 
make stiff enough to knead until 
smooth and elastic. Cover and let 
rise in a warm place, until dou- 
ble in bulk. Turn out on lightly 
floured board and roll to one- 
third inch thickness. Cut out with 
a floured two-inch biscuit cutter. 
Spread lightly with butter and 
fold over through middle and 
press edges together. Brush sur- 
face with milk and sprinkle with 
cornmeal. Place one inch apart 
on a greased baking sheet. Let 
rise until double in bulk. Bake at 
400 degrees F. for 15 to 20 min- 
utes. Makes three dozen rolls.

Simmer until celery is tender and 
liquor is condensed. Add _ two 
tablespoons diced green pepper, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one cup 
green beans and one No. 2 tin 
cream style corn. Heat thoroughly.

(Save remaining beans 
for tomorrow's salad.) Tomato 
sandwiches, two tomatoes, eight 
slices bread; cherry gelatine, serve 
with plain cream.

Barbecued frankfurters, three- 
fourths pound; prick skins of 
frankfurters and slowly saute in a 
sauce made from one tablespoon 
margarine, two tablespoons vine- 
gar, two tablespoons brown sugar, 
one-half cup catsup, two teaspoons 
Worcestershire sauce, one tea- 
spoon prepared mustard, one- 
fourth cup chopped celery leaves, 
one-fourth cup water and salt to 
taste. Parsley buttered potatoes, 
two pounds; creamed spinach, two 
pounds spinach, cooked, one cup 
thin white sauce, seasoned with 
onion, salt and pepper; bread and 
butter pickles, home made; corn- 
meal Parkerhouse rolls, see recipe 
above; cream tapioca, directions 
on package. serve with spoonful 
of strawberry jam; butter or for- 
tified margarine used on aill 
breads.

Doctor on 
Caring for 


Baby's Skin

HE baby’s skin covers more 
T area in proportion to weight 

than the adult’s. Also, it con- 
tains just as many sensory end 
organs for temperature, touch and 
pain as the adult. The baby is 
therefore very much more sensi- 
tive and responsive to temperature 
changes and skin discomforts from 
clothes, etc., than’ the adult, 

The baby is more sensitive to 
hot and cold contacts than the 
adult, and this may explain why— 
although the bath water may seem 
satisfactory to the adult — the 
baby’s reaction indicates discom- 
fort, that it is too hot or too cold. 

Evaporation of moisture from a 
baby’s skin is more rapid, or 
rather the baby’s skin is constant- 
ly moister and heat loss is greater 
than with adults. Babies really 
feel hot weather less than adults, 
but they feel cold weather more. 
They can stand exposure far less 
than adults, and this determines 
the different standards in select- 
ing clothes for babies... 


x * * 


EVERY YEAR the child’s skin 
becomes thicker in texture and 
less sensitive. The baby, however, 
requires the most careful and sym- 
pathetic attention to its skin, es- 
pecially as to scrupulous cleanli- 
ness. The diaper rash is the reac- 
tion and sign of the sensitiveness 
of the baby’s skin to small 
amounts of irritating substances 
that would not result in any irri- 
tation in later years. Diaper rash 
may be due to coarse laundry 
soap, but is more likely to he due 
to dirt. The buttocks and creases 
between the fat folds in the baby’s 
skin should receive daily atten- 
tion, or ofterner, to see that they 
are free from any irritating mat- 
ter. Keep the buttocks well oiled 
or powdered to avoid a diaper 
rash, The baby may clench its 
hands so tightly that the moisture 
in the palms causes a softening 
of the skin there. Open the fin- 
gers and let the air reach the 
palms and, if the condition in- 
creases, place a soft fold of linen 
—too large to be lost—within the 
fingers, replacing it when it be- 
comes moist. 

Fat babies, or those who gain 
weight rapidly, are especially lia- 
ble to skin rashes. 

With its excessive perspiration 
and sensitiveness to temperature, 
the baby’s skin is especially liable 
to heat rashes. The cure and pre- 
vention of heat rashes is simply 
to allow the baby to cool off. I 
saw a terrible case of heat rash 
last summer in a baby whose 
mother thought it broke out be- 
cause it perspired so much, To 
absorb the perspiration and to 
keep it comfortable while travel- 
ing, she had pinned it in a huge 
feather pillow. Tepid sponge baths 
also help. The skin should be 
most exactingly dried after the 
bath and talcum powder used free- 
ly to prevent prickly heat. 
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itchy eruption, is almost certain 
to be due to an allergic reaction 
to some common food or to soap, 
clothes or anything else which 
comes in contact with the skin. 
The cure is difficult and requires 
infinite patience to discover just 
the combination of causes respon- 
sible. In the course of time, and 
usually without regard to treat- 
ment or diet, it goes away as sud- 
denly and mysteriously as it came, 

Impetigo is a skin eruption pe- 
culiar to childhood. It is a pus 
infection which appears especially 
on the.face, and is serious to the 
extent that it is debilitating and 
uncomfortable. It usually requires 
professional attention from a phy- 
sician rather than home remedies. 

Ringworm is another skin curse 
of the early years. Wool socks, 
contrary to general belief, cause 
excessive perspiration and _ this 
provides an ideal condition for 
such infections to occur,

Army School Is Salva

FORT LEAVENWORTH, Kan., 
April 2. 

S you stand outside the class- 
A room. the hum of activity from 

within sounds like that in any 
elementary schoolroom,. There is 
an occasional scraping of chairs, 
the sound of pencils scratching 
against paper, as the teacher calls 
out the spelling test in carefully 
articulated syllables. 

“Gov-ern-ment ... re-lieved... 
chal-lenge. All right, class, trade 
papers.” 

From the door you glimpse the 
classroom walls. Around them in 
a sort of decorative frieze, the al- 
phabet is written in precise script 
—AaBbCc—and after it, the nu- 
merals° 1234567890. On the black- 
board is a simple problem in arith- 
metic, & 

Then tg catch sight of the stu- 
dents, the only incongruous note 
in this picture. There, painstak- 
ingly and perspiringly laboring 
ower the lesson are men, 18 to 38 
years of age, newly inducted sol- 
diers who are learning reading, 
writing and arithmetic for the 
first time at an Army Special 
Training Unit school, 

At the present time there are 
1223 of these trainees at the Fort 
Leavenworth Reception Center's 
Special training Unit, school for 
the Seventh Service Command, go- 
ing through a rapid, rigorous 
course of study which encompasses 
the first four grades of school in 
12 weeks’ time. 

The results shown by this school 
are typical of the proud achieve- 
ment of Army special training 
units nationally, an achievement 
in speeded-up schooling which 
may have a marked effect on post- 
war education. 

* * 


In existence since June 12, 1943, 
this unit 1s commanded by Lieut. 
Col, Wayne D. Mulquin, who is 
under reception center command- 
er, Lt. Col. Chas. L. Malone. Col. 
Mulquin has been connected with 
the Army’s specia] training pro- 
gram since the first unit wag ac- 
tivated at Fort Warren, Wyoming, 
in 1941, when it became apparent 
that the drafted Army would in- 
clude some of the nation’s esti- 
mated four million  illiterates. 
While illiteracy is low in this part 
of the country, as is indicated by 
the fact that there is only one 
training unit for nine states, it 
is Iowa, not Missouri, which 
brings up the average. Most of the 
Fort Leavenworth students are 
sent from Jefferson Barracks. 

Their ranks include chiefly 
farm boys and boys from foreign 
families who are not familiar 
with English. They are not neces- 
sarily social or occupational mis- 
fits. Some of them earned salaries 
in civilian life as high as $85 to 
$100 a week. One man who could 
neither read nor write sold a herd 
of cattle for $15,000 before he en- 
tered the Army.

You might expect morale to be 
a problem in a schoo] of this type, 
since a man who may have earned 
$100 a week can hardly see the 
percentage of becoming literate in 
order to earn $50 a month, but 
there is surprisingly little ill will.

“Every man who arrives here is 
given a battery of tests to deter- 
mine his degree of illiteracy and 
placed in one of six groups—cor- 


rective, beginner, primary, inter- 
mediate, advanced, and graduat- 
ing. 

Each classroom shows evidence, 
a little pathetic to the onlooker, 
of the handicaps with which these 
men are burdened, Affixed to the 
walls are vocabulary cards 
printed with words a_ soldier 
might need to know—“headquar- 
ters, mess hall, sleep, bed, write, 
pencil, supply room.” On the wall 
of one room is a model letter 
which reads: “Dear Mother, We 
go to school in the Army. As you 
see, I have learned to read: and 
write better. I am learning to be 
a good soldier. I must learn the 
duties of a soldier so that I can 
help to protect my country. We 
have good food in our mess hall. 
I eat a great deal. I have gained 
five pounds since I have been in 
the Army. Your son, John.”

WASHINGTON, Sunday, April 2. 


OW let me tell you more about 

my visit to Brazil. Not far 

from Recife, Vice Admiral In- 
gram has established a recrea- 
tion center where our Navy men, 
who go out to sea in the smaller 
craft which do the really hard 
patrol and convoy work, can spend 
two or three days between trips. 
The building was already there 
when our men arrived and has 
been adapted to their use. I think 
it was to have been a hospital 
and therefore there are some beau- 
tiful sundecks from which you can 
get a view of a lovely country- 
side all around. 


The men have horse-shoe pitch- 
ing and games and quite a number 
of nice looking horses which they 
can ride. A boy from Tennessee, 
in a few weeks, had built up a 
pretty nursery garden, and you 
will recognize that this was quite 
a feat when I tell you that all 
their water comes to them in bar- 
rels by cart loads. 


In Recife, we drove along the 
docks, and the length of that drive 
gave one an idea of the amount 
of shipping activity there. When 
we came to one of our criusers, 
Rear Admiral Read and I went 
aboard. It was a great chance for 
me to see this ship and her men, 
who have done such valiant work. 
They had painted on her side three 
swastikas, which means three Ger- 
man ships sunk. You will remem- 
ber reading about this in the pa- 
pers some time ago. 

Later, we drove to the plaza to 
review some Brazilian Army units. 
They went through a delightful 
drill. Then, with great fervor in 
Portuguese, the soldiers sang “God 
Bless America.” This song is 
quite appropriate for any country 
in North or South America, so I 
was delighted to find it was trans- 
lated —~and evidently liked — be- 
cause it was sung so lustily by 
these Brazilian troops, 

We also visited the Brazilian 
naval apprentice school. This in- 
terested me greatly. They take 
boys of 16, give them both academ- 
ic and practical training and, at 
17, put them into the Navy as

Army. Visual aids include the 
L'il Abner cartoon strip on the 
barracks wall, the illustrated cards 
over each bunk in another bar- 
racks, admonishing the trainees to

It took us 
literally hours to convince him 
it wasn’t the same place.”

Recently the school sent out a 
thousand follow-ups to check on 
graduates and learned that they 
had become sergeants, corporals, 
tech-fifths, and that’ out of 900 
compiled only four had been Sec- 
tion Eighted and four given 
Cc. D. D.s, From commanding of- 
ficers they received letters of high 
praise. “I think this is one of the 
outstanding pieces of work being 
performed by the Army,” one

Col. Mulquin obviously knows 
why he’s doing his job, since he 
puts heart and soul into it, even 
to the point of subjugating a nat- 
ural sense of humor.

EF VEN today, when bidding has 
become 99 per cent standard- 
ized, considerable confusion 
exists in responding to an opening 
two-bid. Some players insist that 
any response except two no trump 
should show an ace; others, that 
this so-called positive response 
should be reserved for one or 
more tricks of any description; 
still others, in strict accord with 
the Culbertson system ag revised 
in 1941, that a positive response 
is in order when the responder 
holds any five card sult headed 
by queen-jack or better, or any 
six card or longer suit regardless 
of its top strength. 

The virtue of following the Cul- 
bertson system in this respect is, 
I think, well exemplified in the 
following deal. 

North, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable, 

AK653 


North opens with a bid of two 
spades. Now if South, because of 
his partnership’s system, must re- 
spond with two no trump, it is a 
safe bet that the laydown small 
slam in hearts will never be 
reached. Over two no trump, 
North hag little choice but to bid 
three spades, and although South 
will then bid four hearts, what 
can North do? He knows that 
South would have made the same 
bid without the king of clubs, 
hence any slam try by North at 
this point is dangerous. Every- 
thing considered, North would 
probably pass to four hearts. 


Now contrast this with another 
bidding sequence. Suppose that 
South makes the Culbertson re- 
sponse of three hearts. North 
bids four hearts as a matter of 
course, and now South, in the 
assurance that his heart suit has 
found a fit, can make a slam try 
on his own account because he 
has that vital club king and un- 
announced extra length in the 
trump suit,
